FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  COUNCIL 

ADOPTED  NOVEMBER  12,  1902 
(With  Amendments  to  1932) 


Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  and 
call  the  Council  to  order. 

Rule  II.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council,  if  present  (if  not,  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese),  shall  call  the  names  of 
the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  of 
those  present. 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  delegates  of 
the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation,  wnose  certificates  shall  have 
been  presented  to  him. 

Rule  IV.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials 
to  receive,  examine,  and  report  on  the  credentials  of  lay  delegates. 

Rule  V.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  delegates 
as  shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials  and  adopt¬ 
ed  by  the  Council,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the  minutes. 

Rule  VI.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President 
shall  declare  the  Council  organized  for  business. 

Rule  VII.  The  Council  shall  then  proceed  to  election,  by  ballot,  of 

a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an 
assistant,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  council. 

Rule  VIII.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  IX.  Nominations  shall  then  be  made  for  all  elective  offices  of 
the  Council.

Rule  XI.  Elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  two  o’clock 
p.  m.  on  the  first  day  of  the  Council  as  follows:  The  Standing  Commit¬ 
tee  of  the  Diocese;  Diocesan  Officers;  Members  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  of  the 
Mid- West;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  General  Convention;  a  Board 
of  Examining  Chaplains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop). 

Rule  XII.  Before  the  close  of  the  Council  the  Bishop  shall  appoint 
the  Standing  Committees  provided  for  by  Title  I,  Canon  II,  Section  7, 
and  such  other  officers  as  he  has  to  appoint. 

Rule  XIII.  At  each  session  the  business  of  the  Council  shall  be 
called  and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  vote,  of 
the  Council: 

1.  The  Roll  Call. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes. 

3.  Communications  from  the  President. 

4.  Reports  in  their  order  as  in  Rule  X. 

5.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

Rule  XIV.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

Rule  XV.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from  the 
sitting  of  the  Council,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  during 
his  absence. 

Rule  XVI.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
House,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  XVII.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat,  and  with  due 
respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President,  confining 
himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XVIII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate,  without  the  consent  of  the  House. 
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Rule  XIX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  mem¬ 
bers  shall  continue  in  their  seats  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XX.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put, 
unless  excused  by  the  Council,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  name 
of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XXI.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall 
be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to 
postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  cimmit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it, 
and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  named. 

Rule  XXII.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Rule  XXIII.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  if 
unqualified,  shall  be  settled  without  debate. 

Rule  XXIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  un¬ 
less  it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  XXV.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Council,  and  shall  not  be  again  considered  during  the 
sess.cn,  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered  with  the  con¬ 
sent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  purpose 
by  one  of  the  majority  on  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XXVI.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XXVII.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  be  entered  cn  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recom¬ 
mending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Council, 
they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for  its  consider¬ 
ation. 

Rules  XXVIII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Pres¬ 
ident  in  the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decis¬ 
ion;  and  on  such  an  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once 
without  leave  of  the  Council. 

Rule  XXIX.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
sittings  of  the  Council,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal,  on  their 
reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right  to  take 
part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Council,  the  min¬ 
utes  of  the  last  day’s  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if  necessary, 
and  approved. 

Rule  XXXII.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future 
Councils,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the 
Journal  of  each  Council.

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Woman’s  Aux¬ 
iliary  having  been  appointed  for  the  same  day  in  the  Parish  House  of 
St.  James  Church,  the  members  of  that  body  united  with  the  Council 
Delegates  in  attending  the  opening  service,  which  was  held  at  9:30  A.  M. 
At  that  hour  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  accompanied  by  many  of  the 
Clergy  in  vestments,  and  preceded  by  the  choir  of  the  Parish  entered  the 
church.  After  the  processional  hymn,  the  Bishop  from  his  chair,  directed 
the  Secretary  to  call  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  from  the  official  list  prepared.

The  Committee  on  Credentials  begs  leave  to  report: 

That  they  have  carefully  examined  the  Credentials  of  the  Lay  Del¬ 
egates,  and  find  them  correct  as  to  form,  and  attested. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  reports  that  the  parishes  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  places  have  paid  in  full  their  assessments  for  Diocesan  Expenses 
for  the  year  1931:  St.  John’s,  Bristol;  St.  Mary’s,  Delphi;  St.  John’s, 
Elkhart;  Christ  Church,  Gary;  St.  Mark’s,  Howe;  St.  Andrew’s,  Kokomo;

Financial  conditions  in  several  Parishes  having  prevented  payment 
in  full  of  their  Diocesan  assessments,  it  was  moved  that  the  Lay  Dele¬ 
gates  who  were  elected  and  were  present  at  this  meeting,  be  invited 
to  seats  in  the  Council  with  the  privilege  of  the  floor,  but  without 
votes.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  duly  carried. 

ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS 

Secretary — The  Very  Rev.  Lewis  C.  Rogers,  was  nominated  for  the 
office  of  Secretary  of  the  Diocese.  No  others  being  nominated,  it  was 
moved  that  the  Rules  of  Order  be  suspended,  and  the  Assistant  Secre¬ 
tary  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  for  the  nominee.

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Bishop  and  the  Annual  Council: 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  re¬ 
spectfully  submits  the  following  report: 

The  newly  eelcted  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  met  in 
the  Deanery  at  Mishawaka,  on  Thursday,  May  28th,  1931.  Organization 
was  effected  by  the  election  of  the  Very  Reverend  Lewis  C.  Rogers, 
President,  and  the  Reverend  William  J.  Cordick,  Secretary. 

At  this  meting  Consent  was  given  to  the  Ordination  and  Conse¬ 
cration  of  the  Rev.  Stephen  Edwards  Keeler,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  Co¬ 
adjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota.  Consent  was  given  to  the  eelction 
of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  for  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut.  Consent  was  given 
to  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Hammond, 
to  place  a  mortgage  of  $2,500.00  on  the  Rectory  at  43  Detroit  Street, 
Hammond. 

A  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  held  in  the  Deanery, 
Mishawaka,  on  Thursday,  July  23rd,  1931.  At  this  meeting  Mr.  Frank 
Melvin  Kelso  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the 
Diaconate. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  the  Rectory  of  St.  John’s  Church,  Elkhart, 
on  Thursday,  September  3,  1931.  At  this  meeting  permission  was  given 
to  the  shortening  of  the  diaconate  of  the  Rev.  John  S.  Letherman  to 
eight  and  one-half  months.  At  the  same  time  the  Rev.  John  S.  Lether¬ 
man,  Deacon,  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for 
Ordination  to  the  Priesthood. 

Permission  was  also  given  to  the  Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of 
St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Kokomo,  to  place  a  mortgage  of  $1,500.00  on  the 
Church  property  located  on  the  corner  of  Sycamore  and  Market  Streets, 
Kokomo. 

A  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  held  in  St.  Thomas’ 
Church  Rectory,  Plymouth,  on  Friday,  September  16,  1931.  A  revised 
petition  was  presented  at  this  meeting  from  the  Rector,  Wardens,  and 
Vestrymen  of  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Kokomo,  requesting  that  the  mort¬ 
gage  of  $1,500.00,  already  authorized,  might  be  placed  upon  the  whole 
property  of  the  Parish.  The  request  was  granted. 

A  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  held  in  the  Deanery, 
Mishawaka,  on  Thursday,  January  7,  1932.  At  this  meeting  consent  was 
given  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  for  the  Diocese  of  Newark. 

A  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  heid  in  the  Deanery, 
Mishawaka,  on  Thursday,  March  3rd,  1932.  At  this  meeting  the  following 
resolution  was  presented,  and  adopted: 

Resolved:  That  we  hereby  consent  that  the  Bishop  may  accept  the 
Renunciation  of  the  Rev.  Louis  N.  Rocca  from  the  Ministry  of  this 
Church,  and  depose  him  from  such  Ministry  for  causes  not  affecting  his 
moral  character,  on  or  after  March  15,  1932;  and  furthermore,  advise 
that  such  action  be  taken.

The  report  was,  on  motion,  received,  and  ordered  printed  in  the 
Journal. 

The  Secretary  then  presented  and  read  the 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 

To  the  Thirty -Fourth  Annual  Council: 

The  Bishop  and  Council  of  the  Diocese  respectfully  reports: 

A  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  was  held  July  9,  1931,  and 
the  members  assigned  to  the  several  departments,  the  following  being 
the  Chairmen: 

Missions  and  Church  Extension . The  Rev.  Walter  J.  Lockton 

Religious  Education  .  The  Rev.  Earl  Ray  Hart,  LL.  D. 
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Social  Service  .  The  Rev.  Peter  Langendorff 

Finance  .  Mr.  Seth  F.  Green 

Publicity  .  The  Rev.  Albert  L.  Schrock 

Field  . The  Rev.  Chas.  N.  Tyndell,  S.  T.  D. 


The  condition  of  Departmental  Business  was  briefly  discussed,  and 
plans  for  continued  work  were  made. 

At  a  meeting  held  January  7,  1932,  a  communication  was  received 
from  the  National  Council,  explaining  the  plan  for  fixing  the  quotas 
for  the  Church’s  Program  for  1933  on  the  basis  of  the  total  of  the 
Current  Expenses  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese  for  the 
last  six  years,  using  a  sliding  scale  of  percentages,  instead  of  a  flat  rate 
as  heretofore.  The  information  was  forwarded  to  the  National  Council. 

The  Annual  Reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  the 
Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds  were  referred,  after  reading,  to  the 
Finance  Committee. 

The  matter  of  discounts  allowed  different  Parishes  for  prompt 
payment  of  assessments  for  Diocesan  Expenses  was  discussed,  and  the 
matter  referred  to  the  Finance  Department,  to  report  to  the  Annual 
Council  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds  reported  that  he  had  sent  to  the 
National  Council  on  the  Diocesan  Pledge  during  the  year  1931,  $250.00 
per  month,  ($3,000.00),  together  with  the  Children’s  Lenten  Offering, 
$1,391.38,  the  total  being  $4,391.38. 

The  Rev.  A.  L.  Schrock,  for  the  Department  of  Publicity  reported 
that  there  was  a  deficit  in  the  funds  of  the  Diocesan  paper,  “The  Diocese 
of  Northern  Indiana.”  He  had  endeavored  to  secure  additional  adver¬ 
tising,  but  had  small  success.  Only  about  $30.00  had  been  received  in 
response  to  the  appeal  for  subscriptions,  and  the  future  of  the  paper  was 
far  from  encouraging.  After  discussing  the  situation,  upon  motion  duly 
carried,  it  was  decided  to  “temporarily  suspend”  the  publication  of  a 
Diocesan  paper,  and  the  Chairman  was  instructed  to  effect  a  settlement 
with  subscribers  and  any  others  to  whom  any  money  was  due. 

The  Field  Department  reported  that,  as  the  result  of  the  Fall 
Campaign,  and  Conference,  there  was  reported  “conditional”  pledges 
amounting  to  about  $4,569.00  for  the  Church’s  Program  of  the  Diocese, 
and  the  General  Church. 

It  was  then  decided  to  make  the  Pledge  of  the  Diocese  to  the 
National  Council  for  the  year  1932,  $3,000.00  including  the  amount  of  the 
Children’s  Lenten  Offering. 

The  question  of  regularity  of  services  held  in  the  different  points  in 
the  Missionary  field  was  raised,  and  discussed.  Where  the  monthly  re¬ 
ports  from  the  different  Missions  had  been  regularly  received,  it  was 
shown  that  the  missionaries  had  been  faithfully  discharging  their 
duties.  Lack  of  these  in  some  instances  prevented  accurate  information. 

In  view  of  the  financial  depression  of  the  nation  and  the  churches 
in  the  Diocese,  the  Finance  Committee  was  instructed  to  review  the 
Budgets  for  the  present  year,  1932,  and  to  “cut”  items  wherever  possible, 
and  to  report  as  soon  as  possible  to  a  special  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council. 

At  a  meeting  held  April  19,  1932,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  re¬ 
ported  that  many  of  the  Parishes  had  failed  to  pay  their  assessments 
for  Diocesan  Expenses  for  the  year  1931,  and,  up  to  date,  he  found  the 
deficit  to  be  about  $4,000.00;  that  in  consequence  and  in  order  to  meet 
the  necessary  expenses,  he  had  been  obliged  to  borrow  from  the  bank 
$2,500.00  on  a  note  which  it  was  necessary  to  pay  by  May  15th. 

The  Treasurer  asked  for  information  concerning  the  financial 
conditions  in  different  parishes.  Several  testified  that  owing  to  the 
business  depression  and  unemployment,  the  finances  of  many  parishes 
have  become  very  distressing,  and  that  while  budgets  had  been  cut 
everywhere  possible,  it  was  still  impossible  to  meet  their  obligations. 

The  question  was  also  raised  regarding  the  approaching  Annual 
Council  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  parishes  in  arrears  on  the  assessments 
for  1931,  being  prevented  from  having  their  Lay  Delegates  qualified  for 
seats  and  votes  therein,  as  specified  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese. 
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In  view  of  the  financial  conditions,  the  Bishop  stated  that  he  wished 
to  do  whatever  was  possible  to  relieve  the  Diocese  in  the  present 
financial  pressure;  that  while  he  desired  that  the  stated  salary  of  the 
Bishop  should  remain  unchanged,  he  would  voluntarily  pay  back  to  the 
Treasurer,  beginning  May  1st,  1932,  Fifty  Dollars  each  month  for  the 
balance  of  the  year;  and  would  make  such  other  cuts  as  might  be  found 
possible  in  the  allowance  for  his  stenographer,  and  office  expenses.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  to  report  at  a  later  hour. 

Regarding  the  seating  of  the  Lay  Delegates  in  the  Annual  Council, 
which  is  specified  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  must  depend  upon 
the  payment  in  full  of  all  assessments  for  the  previous  year,  and  the 
Constitution  may  be  amended  only  by  the  action  of  two  Annual  Councils, 
it  was  suggested  that  the  Bishop  should  send  a  letter  requesting  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  all  the  Parishes  to  attend  this  year  for  a  “Diocesan 
Conference.”  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese 
for  his  opinion. 

After  conference  the  Finance  Committee  reported  the  following, 
which  was  adopted: 

Resolved:  that; 

(1)  Owing  to  present  economical  conditions,  it  is  deemed  advisable 
to  make  a  horizontal  cut  of  ten  percent  on  the  1932  assessments  or  any 
portion  thereof;  the  ten  percent  cut  to  be  credited  to  the  delinquency. 
Parishes  not  delinquent  for  1931  assessments  to  take  the  ten  percent 
cut  in  monthly  settlements  during  the  present  year. 

(2)  That  the  Finance  Committee  accepts  with  appreciation  the 
Bishop’s  gracious  offer  to  return  to  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  $50.00 
per  month  from  his  salary,  beginning  with  May  1st,  1932,  and  also  to 
reduce  his  office  expenses  by  $100.00,  and  epenses  for  stenographer  by 
$200.00. 

(3)  The  Finance  Committee  also  finds  that  it  can  save  $200  in 
printing  and  distribution  of  the  Journal  for  this  year;  and  that  the 
Provincial  assessment  will  be  reduced  $50.00,  and  it  promises  to  effect, 
such  other  economies  as  may  be  possible. 

The  following  was  then  adopted: 

Resolved:  That  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  communicate  to  the  people 
of  the  Diocese  the  action  of  the  Finance  Committee  in  regard  to  the 
Budgets,  and  their  reductions. 

The  Budget  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  for  1933  was  then  adopted, 
total  $7,920.00. 

The  Children’s  Lenten  Offering  for  1932,  amounting  to  $1,075.37  was 
directed  to  be  sent  entire  to  the  National  Council. 

After  balloting,  the  persons  whose  terms  as  members  of  the  Bishop 

and  Council  are  about  to  expire,  the  following  were  found  eligible  for 

re-election:  The  Rev.  L.  C.  Ferguson,  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Cordick,  Mr.  Archie 
Price,  and  Mr.  Seth  F.  Green. 

The  Budget  for  Diocesan  Expenses  for  1933  was  reported  by  the 
Finance  Committee  as  not  to  exceed  $5,550.00,  and  was  received  and 
adopted  by  the  Bishop  and  Council. 

The  following  was  also  adopted: 

Resolved:  That  the  Bishop  and  Council  hereby  recommend  to  the 
Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese,  that  Canon  4,  should  be  amended  by 
omitting  Section  5.

On  motion  the  report  was  received,  and  ordered  printed  in  the 
Journal. 

Mr.  Sawyer  moved  that  the  ten  percent  cut  in  the  budget  for  1932 
be  approved  by  this  Council.  The  Treasurer  explaining  the  method  of 
its  application,  the  motion  was  seconded,  and  carried. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Tyndell  that  Budgets  be  made  a  special  order 
of  the  day  immediately  after  the  ballots  are  cast  for  the  elections,  and 
the  motion  was  carried. 

The  matter  of  amending  Canon  4  by  eliminating  Section  5  was, 
on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  with 
request  to  report  immediately  after  luncheon. 
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Mr.  Seth  F.  Green,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  presented 
the  following: 

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Thirty-Fourth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese: 

The  Finance  Committee  begs  leave  to  report: 

The  first  meeting  was  held  in  connection  with  the  meeting  of  the 
Bishop  and  Council  at  the  Pro-Cathedral,  Mishawaka,  January  7th,  1932. 
Members  present,  Mr.  Seth  F.  Green,  Chairman,  Mr.  J.  A.  Johnson, 
Mr.  C.  H.  Schaefer,  Mr.  James  H.  Haberly. 

Fr.  Schrock  claimed  that  the  assessment  for  Garrett  should  be 
apportioned  on  five  year  basis  instead  of  two  year  as  figured  by  the 
Finance  Dep’t. 

It  was  moved  and  accepted  that  Garrett  should  be  credited  with  the 
difference  and  the  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  make  change. 

It  was  moved  and  approved  that  the  entire  amount  of  the  mite 
box  offering  this  year  be  remitted  to  New  York. 

Financial  reports  of  Treasurers  were  presented  and  accepted  by 
the  Bishop  and  Council. 

Mr.  James  H.  Haberly,  Diocesan  Treasurer,  reported  that  several 
Parishes  were  delinquent  and  some  very  slow  in  remitting  assessment 
dues,  making  it  necessary  to  borrow  money  to  meet  Diocesan  expenses. 

In  negotiating  this  loan  it  was  with  the  understanding  that  same 
would  be  liquidated  when  note  became  due. 

A  meeting  was  held  April  29th,  at  which  time  the  Treasurer  re¬ 
ported  that  at  the  close  of  March  31st,  after  paying  salaries  and  other 
expenses  his  bank  account  showed  an  overdraft. 

This  could  be  overcome  if  every  Parish  would  comply  with  Canon 
Five,  Section  Five  and  remit  promptly  each  month,  all  or  at  least  part 
of  assessment  dues. 

At  the  meeting  of  January  7th,  a  resolution  was  adopted  requesting 
the  Chairman  of  Finance  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  heads  of  the  Depart¬ 
ments  for  conference  soon  after  hearing  from  the  General  Church  as  to 
the  assistance  or  apportionment  they  would  give  our  Diocese.  As  this 
information  was  delayed  the  call  was  not  made,  but  the  action  desired 
to  be  taken  up  was  acted  upon  at  the  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council 
held  April  19th,  1932. 

At  this  meeting  the  Finance  Committee  arranged  the  Budgets  for 
the  year  1933,  and  planned  same  so  as  to  show  a  less  amount  than  any 
previous  year  by  cutting  down  many  items  and  eliminating  some  items 
entirely. 

We  herewith  request  permission  to  distribute  for  your  consideration 
and  adoption  a  copy  of  the  1933  Budgets  as  was  approved  by  the  Bishop 
and  Council. 

On  account  of  the  economic  conditions,  Bishop  Gray  suggested 
that  a  change  downward  be  made  in  the  Budget  for  the  year  1932 
believing  that  expenses  and  appropriations  should  be  cut  down  to  com¬ 
pare  favorably  with  the  1933  Budgets. 

The  Bishop  and  Council  concurred  and  requested  the  Department 
of  Finance  to  present  a  resolution  to  this  Council  authorizing  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  Finance  to  notify  the  Clergy  and  the  Treasurers  of  all  Parishes 
and  Missions  as  well  as  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  that  a  horizontal 
cut  of  ten  (10)  percent  be  made  on  1932  assessments  and  that  an  amount 
equal  to  ten  percent  of  assessments  be  credited  and  distributed  or 
apportioned  on  monthly  basis. 

Bishop  Gray  very  generously  offered  to  pay  into  the  Treasury  of 
the  Diocese,  a  sum  equal  to  four  hundred  dolllars  to  be  paid  in  eight 
monthly  installments  of  fifty  dollars  each,  commencing  with  the  month 
of  May.

After  the  recess  and  luncheon,  the  Bishop  again  called  the  Council 
to  order,  and  after  prayer,  business  was  resumed  at  1:15  P.  M. 

Mr.  Gilbert  A.  Elliott,  Chancellor,  and  Chairman  cf  the  Committee 
on  Constitutions  and  Canons  presented  the  following: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS 

To  the  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese: 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  proposed  amendment  to 
Canon  4  of  Canons  of  this  Diocese  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  Section 
5,  which  now  reads  as  follows:  “One  of  the  three  (3)  Clergymen,  and 
one  of  the  three  (3)  Laymen  so  elected,  when  their  terms  have  expired, 
shall  be  inelligible  for  re-election  at  the  Annual  Council  next  succeeding, 
and  shall  remain  inelligible  for  service  as  members  of  the  Council  for 
the  period  of  one  Diocesan  Council  year. 

“The  Council  prior  to  each  Annual  Council  shall,  by  lot  or  by  such 
rule  as  it  may  provide,  determine  which  two  of  the  members  whose 
terms  have  expired  shall  be  ineligible  for  service  as  members  of  the 
Council  during  the  succeeding  year.” 

After  consideration,  we  present  the  following  resolution  and  request 
its  adoption. 

Resolved:  That  Canon  4,  of  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  whole  of  Section  5.

On  motion  the  report  was  accepted,  and  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  Bishop  announced  his  approval  of  the  amendment,  and  the 
Canon  was  declared  so  amended,  and  now  in  effect. 

By  consent  of  the  house  the  Rev.  Walter  J.  Lockton  was  nominated 
for  a  Clerical  member  of  the  Bishop  and  Council,  and  his  name  added 
to  the  list. 

BALLOTING 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Cordick,  and  Mr.  F.  M.  Little, 
Tellers  for  the  elections. 

The  printed  ballots  were  distributed,  and  after  opportunity  for 
marking  were  collected  by  the  Tellers,  who  then  retired.  While  the 
ballots  were  being  counted,  the  business  of  the  Council  was  resumed. 

Mr.  James  H.  Haberly  presented  and  read  his  Annual  Report 
as  Treasurer.

CONSIDERATION  OF  THE  BUDGETS 

Mr.  S.  F.  Green,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  presented  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Council,  the  Budgets  for  Diocesan  Expenses, 
copies  of  which  had  been  distributed  at  the  morning  session. 

There  was  the  general  desire  that  the  different  items  should  be 
made  as  small  as  possible  in  order  to  meet  the  ability  of  the  Parishes 
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to  pay  their  assessments.  The  Budget  was  reduced  by  deducting  the 
interest  on  Bishop’s  House  loans,  and  adding  $56.00  to  the  contingent 
fund,  and  as  amended  amounted  to  $5,000.00. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Hart  an  adddition  of  $100.00  was  made  to 
the  Contingent  Fund. 

It  was  proposed  that  some  changes  might  be  made  in  the  publication 
of  the  Journal,  that  the  expense  might  be  reduced.  After  discussing  thp 
matter  of  the  contents  of  the  Journal,  and  the  expense  of  printing,  it 
was  moved  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Young,  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Bishop,  the  Secretary,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  with  power  to 
act,  and  the  motion  carried. 

Mr.  Haberly  moved  that  the  Budget  amounting  to  $5,100.00  be 
approved  as  a  whole,  and  the  motion  was  carried. 

The  Bishop  introduced  to  the  Council  the  Rev.  D.  A.  McGregor,  Ph. 
D.,  Professor  at  the  Western  Theological  Seminary,  Evanston,  Ill.,  and 
Chairman  of  “Adult  Education”  in  the  Department  of  Religious  Educa¬ 
tion  of  the  National  Council. 

The  Budget  of  the  Department  of  Missions  was  then  presented  and 
after  brief  consideration  was  adopted  at  $7,545.00. 

To  the  Budgets  of  the  other  Departments  Rev.  Peter  Langendorff 
asked  that  the  Social  Service  should  have  a  budget  of  $25.00  which,  on 
motion  was  allowed. 

The  Budget  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  at  $7,945.00  was  adopted  as  a 
whole.

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ordered,  on  which  the  tellers  reported  that  Rev.  Albert  L.  Schrock  had 
received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  and  he  was  declared  the  Fourth 
Deputy. 

It  was  moved  by  Rev.  G.  J.  Childs,  that  a  Committee  on  the  Bishop’s 
Address  be  appointed.  The  motion  carried,  and  the  Bishop  appointed 
as  such  Committee,  The  Rev.  Dr.  Young,  and  Mr.  Gien  R.  Sawyer  to 
report  to  this  Council. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  a  “Committee  on  the  Bishop’s  Address” 
should  be  placed  among  the  “Standing  Committees”  to  report  to  the 
Council  of  the  succeeding  year. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  James  E.  Foster  the  following  was  adopted: 

Resolved:  That  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  the  Diocese  be  authorized 
to  revise  the  Budget  for  .  1933,  but  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  exceed 
the  present  figure  agreed  upon. 

Standing  Committees  (To  Report  to  the  Next  Council)— The  Bishop 
re-appointed  the  ones  named  for  1932,  to  serve  as  the  Standing  Com¬ 
mittees  to  report  to  the  Council  of  1933,  adding  the  “Committee  on  the 
Bishop’s  Address,”  Rev.  Chas.  H.  Young,  S.  T.  D.,  and  Mr.  Glen  R. 
Sawyer,  and  addding  Mr.  M.  V.  Starr,  to  the  “Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Church,”  in  place  of  Dr.  Hitchcock,  deceased. 

Dean  Rogers  presented  and  read  the 

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  MISSIONS 

To  the  Thirty-Fourth  Annual  Council: 

The  Department  of  Missions  respectfully  reports: 

The  members  during  the  year  were  Rev.  W.  J.  Lockton,  Chairman, 
Dean  Rogers,  Secretary,  Rev.  W.  J.  Cordick,  Rev.  G.  J.  Childs,  Rev.  J. 
E.  Foster,  Mr.  D.  J.  Campbell,  Mr.  J.  M.  Sweeny,  Mr.  G.  R.  Sawyer,  and 
Mr.  Archie  Price. 

It  is  believed  that  under  the  plans  adopted  last  year  of  placing 
the  several  Missions  under  the  care  of  an  adjacent  Rector  of  a  Parish, 
the  general  work  is  progressing  as  well  as  could  be  expected  in  these 
trying  times. 

St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Kokomo,  though  suffering  greatly  from  de¬ 
pression  and  unemployment,  has  shown  courage  in  voluntarily  relin¬ 
quishing  $200  00  of  its  appropriation  from  the  Department,  and  Jan. 
1st,  added  a  like  sum  to  the  amount  paid  by  the  Parish  to  the  Rector. 

Since  September  of  last  year,  Gas  City,  and  Hartford  City,  have 
been  regularly  seived  by  Father  Ewan,  ‘Locum  Tenens’  at  Marion,  thus 
providing  fcr  the  only  vacancies  then  remaining  in  the  missionary  field. 

The  Department  has  felt  considerable  anxiety  regarding  the  financ¬ 
ial  support  of  the  Diocesan  Missions.  In  February  the  National  Council 
found  it  necessary  to  reduce  its  appropriation  to  the  Diocese  by  ten 
percent.  The  pledges  reported  by  the  Field  Department  for  the  Church’s 
Program  for  1931  amounted  to  $8,100,  but  the  Treasurer  reports  as  paid, 
$5,209.00.  The  pledges  for  1932  amount  to  $4,969.00  It  is  hoped  that 
there  will  be  no  shrinkage  on  this  sum.  Up  to  the  present  time  the  sti¬ 
pends  of  our  missionaries  have  been  paid  in  full.  Should  the  shrinkage 
in  receipts  be  as  great  in  proportion  as  in  1931  it  will  be  difficult  to 
maintain  the  stipends  at  the  present  rate. 

With  consideration  of  the  general  financial  conditions  the  Depart¬ 
ment  has  made  “cuts”  wherever  possible  in  its  budget  for  the  year  1933, 
and  asks  that  the  sum  of  $7,545.00,  which  ,was  approved  by  the  Bishop 
and  Council  at  its  meeting  April  19th,  and  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  will  have  the  approval  of  the  Annual  Council.

It  is  our  belief  that  continued  stress  in  the  matter  of  Church  School 
building  means  the  ultimate  success  and  strength  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese.

The  Rev.  Peter  Langendorff,  Chairman  of  the  Department,  reported 
verbally,  giving  an  epitome  of  the  work  during  the  past  year,  which  was 
accepted  by  the  Council,  together  with  his  promise  to  send  the  written 
report  for  the  Journal.  The  following  has  been  received: 

To  the  Thirty-fourth  Annual  Council: 

Your  Department  has  had  no  money  appropriation  during  the  past 
year,  and  has  held  no  business  meetings  which  would  have  incurred 
expenses  from  the  Diocese.  Nor  did  any  of  us,  for  that  reason,  attend 
the  sessions  of  the  National  Social  Service  Commission  held  at  Minne¬ 
apolis. 

Your  chairman  has  sent  out  inquiries  to  the  Rectors  and  Priests  in 
charge  of  Parishes  and  Missions  regarding  any  sort  of  Social  Service 
work  done  by  Clergy  and  people.  He  learned  that  a  great  deal  of  active 
Social  work  is  being  carried  on  throughout  the  Diocese. 

1.  Our  people  frequently  lead  in  the  Social  Service  activities  of  their 
respective  communities,  serving  on  Boards  of  various  agencies. 

2.  They  cooperate  in  the  face  of  our  present  unemployment  situation 
with  the  existing  community  organizations  that  work  toward  immediate 
relief;  they  do  so  conspicuously  and  enthusiastically. 

3.  They  take  splendid  care  of  needy  persons  or  families  in  our 
Parishes  and  Missions.  No  one  who  is  of  our  Household  of  Faith  is 
suffering  any  real  need;  whenever  brought  to  the  attention  of  Priest 
or  any  of  the  people  help  is  given  promptly. 

In  a  larger  sense  the  Church  is  doing  very  conspicuous  Social 
Service.  Your  chairman  has  read  carefully  literature  of  Social  Service 
as  it  came  to  him  in  books,  bulletins,  and  periodicals.  He  noted  a  fair 
consensus  of  opinion  that  this  Church  of  ours  still  leads  in  Social 
thought  and  Social  zeal.  The  Resolutions  passed  by  the  Triennial  at 
Denver  called  forth  favorable  comment  on  all  sides,  and  from  very 
varying  schools  of  religious  thought.  Three  great  Truths,  as  your  chair¬ 
man  read  these  Resolutions,  did  the  Church  emphasize 
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1.  The  Church  stands  unequivocally  for  World  Peace  and  Unity 
among  the  Nations  and  Races  of  Mankind. 

2.  The  Church  is  not  identified  with  any  so-called  economic  system, 
past  or  present.  They  may  come  and  go;  She  as  the  Living  Incarnation 
of  our  Lord  is  perennial.  Whatever  the  economic  system;  the  Church  is 
here  to  promote  to  the  uttermost  the  spirit  of  Justice — of  Love. 

3.  In  the  present  World  difficulties  the  Church  urgently  requests 
persons  in  power  and  leadership  to  courageously  inquire  into  any  causes 
underlying  these  difficulties.  She  especially  questions  the  “Private 
Profit  Motive”  as  the  all-predominating  motive  in  carrying  on  the 
business  of  the  World.  Many  throughout  our  land  have  called  these 
Thoughts  brave,  intelligent,  and  truly  reflecting  the  mind  of  our  Master. 

Your  chairman  is  among  those  who  take  these  utterances  of  Gen¬ 
eral  Convention  seriously,  and  in  no  sense  as  mere  paper  confessions. 
The  Church  is  still  the  Salt  of  the  Earth — the  Light  of  the  World. 
The  Voice  of  the  Prophet  still  speaks  through  her.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIELD  DEPARTMENT 
To  the  34th  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese:

The  Field  Department  was  organized  by  the  election  of  Rev.  C.  N. 
Tyndell  as  chairman,  Dr.  Geo.  F.  Hitchcock  as  Secretary,  Mr.  Seth 
Green.  Treasurer,  the  Rev.  L  C.  Ferguson,  Supplies  Secretary,  and  Mr. 
Glen  R.  Sawyer,  Mr.  Archie  Price,  and  Mrs.  Robt.  Happ  as  members. 

A  meeting  was  held  on  September  8,  1931,  at  which  there  were 
present,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  Chairmen  of  the  Departments,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Department,  and  the  Rev.  A.  L.  Schrock,  at  which 
plans  were  consummated  for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Conference, 
under  the  auspices  of  your  department. 

The  Annual  Conference  was  held  at  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne, 
on  the  20th  of  October  with  an  attendance  of  over  One  Hundred.  The 
p’uest  speakers  were  the  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  Erskine  Campbell,'  O.  H.  C., 
D.  D.,  S.  T.  D.,  Bishop  of  Liberia,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Louis  Childs  Sanford, 
D,  D.,  Bishop  of  San  Joaquin  and  a  member  of  the  National  Council. 
The  program  as  follows — Subject:  “The  Church’s  Privilege;  To  Prepare 
the  King’s  Highway.” 

8:00  A.  M.  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

8:45  A.  M.  Breakfast. 

9:30  A.  M.  Registration  of  Delegates.  Trinity  House. 

10:00  A.  M.  Conference  called  to  order.  Prayer.  Presentation  of  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Robt.  Erskine  Campbell,  D.  D.,  S.  T.  D.,  O.  H.  C.,  Bishop  of; 
Liberia,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Louis  Childs  Sanford,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  San 
Joaquin,  Conference  Leader,  by  the  Chairman,  the  Rev.  Chas.  Noyes 
Tyndell,  S.  T.  D.  r* 

Bishop  Sanford’s  subject  was  “National  Avenue”  and  Bishop  Camp¬ 
bell’s  subject,  “World  Boulevard.” 

The  afternoon  speakers  were:  Dr.  Geo.  F.  Hitchcock,  “Diocesan 
Street”;  Mr.  J.  H  Haber ly,  whose  place  was  filled  by  Mr.  Glen  R.  Sawyer,. 
“Parish  Lane”;  The  Rev.  Dr.  Hart,  whose  place  was  filled  by  Dr.  Chas.  ‘ 
H.  Young,  S.  T.  D..  Howe  School,  “Education  Terrace”;  Mr  .Seth  Green,  * 
whose  place  was  filled  by  Mrs.  Robt.  Happ,  and  Rev.  A.  L.  Schrock,  the  ' 
time  being  divided  between  the  two.  Mrs.  Happ,  Diocesan  President  of 
the  Woman’s  Auxiliary,  made  a  splendid  address  on  women’s  work,  tell-  ( 
ing  of  the  great  United  Thank  Offering  service  in  Denver  at  the  Tri-s 
ennial  and  stressing  what  to  her  were  many  high  points  of  the  General^ 
Convention  and  Triennial  of  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary. 

The  Rev.  A.  L.  Schrock  spoke  on  “Publicity.”  And  the  chairriiaij^ 
Rev.  Chas.  Noyes  Tyndell,  “Methods  and  Privileges.” 
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The  changes  in  the  addresses  were  necessitated  because  of  illness 
on  the  part  of  those  who  were  originally  expected  to  participate.  Their 
places  were  filled  most  acceptably  by  others.  The  addresses  were  all  of 
a  very  high  standard,  and  the  discussion  profitable  and  interesting. 
And  we  believe  a  very  concrete  good  resulted  from  the  Conference. 

We  have  not  complete  reports  from  all  the  Parishes  with  regard  how 
meticulously  the  request  and  suggestion  with  regard  to  the  Day  of 
Prayer  were  carried  out.  Trinity,  Fort  Wayne,  the  full  program  was 
followed  literally.  The  Eucharist  being  held  at  8:00  o’clock,  followed  by 
a  relay  of  persons  offering  prayers  in  the  Church  every  15  minutes  until 
5:00  o’clock  in  the  evening.  Several  men  interestedly  and  reverendly 
took  part  in  this  work.  The  Canvass  was  prosecuted  on  scheduled  time. 
Though  it  was  not  fully  completed,  owing  to  the  illness  of  certain 
Canvassers,  but  sufficiently  so  to  give  a  fairly  complete  estimate  of  the 
expectancies  for  the  ensuing  year.  Reports  from  other  Parishes  through¬ 
out  the  Diocese  are  hereunto  appended.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLICITY 

To  the  Thitry-fourth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese: 

The  Department  of  Publicity  of  The  Bishop  and  Council  respectfully 
submits  its  Annual  Report: 

During  the  Conciliar  year  the  following  persons  have  served  as 
members  of  the  Department:  the  Reverend  Albert  Linnell  Schrock, 
Chairman;  the  Very  Reverend  Lewis  C.  Rogers,  Secretary;  the  Reverend 
William  J.  Cordick;  and  Messrs.  Archie  Price  and  Martin  V.  B.  Starr. 

The  chief  work  of  the  Department  has  been  that  of  publishing  the 
Diocesan  paper,  The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  At  a  meeting  of  The 
Bishop  and  Council  held  January  7,  1932,  the  Department  was  ordered 
to  suspend  temporarily  the  publication  of  this  paper,  in  view  of  the 
existing  financial  conditions.  This  order  has  been  carried  out,  and  the 
publication  made  its  last  appearance,  until  further  orders,  with  the 
January,  1932  issue.  Since  that  time  a  good  many  letters  have  been 
received  from  within  and  without  the  Diocese,  regretting  the  discontinu¬ 
ance  of  the  paper.  The  loss  of  this  means  of  communication  and  contact 
seems  to  be  felt  more  keenly  in  the  Missions  and  among  the  scattered 
and  isolated  communicants  than  in  the  larger  Parishes. 

At  the  time  of  the  last  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese,  the  Bishop 
appointed  the  Chairman  of  this  Department  to  be  Diocesan  Correspond¬ 
ent  for  the  four  Church  weeklies — The  Living  Church,  The  Witness,  The 
Churchman,  and  The  Southern  Churchman,  and  for  the  National  News 
Bureau.  He  has  endeavored  to  discharge  the  duties  of  this  office  faith¬ 
fully  and  impartially  and  has  forwarded  promptly  all  news  items  which 
have  been  sent  to  him  to  all  the  Church  papers.  Your  Correspondent 
solicits  the  interest  and  cooperation  of  all  the  clergy  in  this  matter.  He 
believes  that  it  is  of  value  to  have  all  news  of  any  more  than  merely 
local  interest  appear  in  our  Church  weeklies.  He  cannot,  of  course, 
guarantee  that  any  items  will  be  published  exactly  as  submitted,  nor 
that  they  will  appear  in  print  at  all,  but,  during  the  past  year  all  of 
the  Church  papers  have  been  very  gracious  to  us  and  are  eager  to  receive 
news  items  which  they  can  use.  In  order  to  avoid  errors  and  to  be  per¬ 
fectly  fair  to  all,  he  has  made  it  a  rule  to  send  in  to  the  Church  press 
only  such  items  as  are  sent  to  him  in  writing  for  this  purpose.

The  Rev.  Charles  H.  Young,  S.  T.  D.,  presented  the 
REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  BISHOP’S  ADDRESS 
To  the  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese: 

1.  We  call  attention  to  the  Special  Day  of  Intercession,  set  for 
Friday,  May  13,  1932,  and  recommend  that  the  Secretary  send  notice 
of  this  to  all  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  and  urge  their  cooperation  in. 
making  it  a  united  effort  of  the  Diocese. 
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2.  We  express  to  the  donors  of  the  Cathedral  Fund  our  appreciation 
of  their  willingness  to  have  this  money  used  for  the  reduction  of  the 
debt  on  the  Bishop’s  House. 

3.  The  Bishop  and  Council  has  prepared  a  resolution  on  the  death 
of  Doctor  Hitchcock.  We  move  that  this  resolution  be  adopted  as  our 
expression  of  appreciation  of  the  life  and  work  of  Doctor  Hitchcock,  and 
that  a  copy  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Hitchcock,  and  a  copy  spread  upon  the 
minutes  of  this  meeting. 

4.  That  we  hereby  thank  the  Rector,  Vestry,  and  People  of  St. 
James’  Parish,  South  Bend,  for  the  delightful  arrangements  for  the 
comfort  and  success  of  this  Council.

On  motion  the  report  was  accepted,  and  the  recommendations  of 
Committee  were  separately  adopted. 

Mr.  James  H.  Haberly,  as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  addressed  the 
members  of  the  Council  on  the  matter  of  the  failure  of  many  of  the 
Parishes  to  pay  their  assessments  for  Diocesan  Expenses,  explaining 
that  for  this  reason  he  was  placed  in  a  very  embarrassing  position.  No 
doubt  all  could  be  expected  to  meet  these  assessments  in  time.  Mean¬ 
while,  in  order  to  pay  the  Diocesan  expenses  as  they  came  due,  it  had 
been  necessary  for  him,  with  the  approval  and  endorsement  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  and  as  provided  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  and 
on  the  representation  of  his  amounts  receivable,  to  borrow  from  the 
bank  the  sum  of  $2,500.00.  The  note  taken  out  in  January  1932  is  due  on 
May  15.  It  was  necessary  that  something  should  be  done  by  this  Council, 
to  help  in  this  emergency.  Being  asked,  he  expressed  confidence  that  by 
making  payment  of  $1,000.00  now,  he  could  obtain  an  extension  of  time 
for  the  balance  due. 

Learning  that  the  Department  of  Missions  had  a  savings  account  in 
bank,  a  “Hobart  Lot  Fund”  which  would  not  be  used  immediately,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Hart  offered  the  following,  which  was  duly  seconded,  and 
carried: 

“Resolved:  That  the  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds  be  authorized 
and  directed  to  loan  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  the  money  now  in 
the  “Hobart  Lot  Fund,”  the  same  to  be  re-established  as  soon  as 
possible.” 

The  Secretary  presented,  for  printing,  the  following,  received  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  General  Convention: 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION  PROPOSED  AT  THE 
GENERAL  CONVENTION  OF  1931,  AND  TO  BE  FINALLY  ACTED 
UPON  AT  THE  CONVENTION  OF  1934 

Resolved,  That  the  following  changes  be  made  in  the  Constitution, 
and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses, 
in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  by  the  next  General  Convention 
in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution: 

Amend  Article  I,  Section  3,  of  the  Constitution  by  inserting  the 
words  “the  close  of”  after  the  word  “until”  so  that  the  sentence  shall 
read:  “The  Bishop  so  elected  shall  serve  until  the  close  of  the  next 
General  Concention.” 

Amend  Article  II,  Section  6,  of  the  Constitution  to  read  as  follows: 

“A  Bishop  may  not  resign  his  episcopal  charge  without  the  consent 
either  of  the  House  of  Bishops  of  the  Church  or  of  the  House  of  Bishops 
of  the  Province  in  which  his  office  has  been  eexrcised,  in  either  case 
under  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Canons  of  General  Convention.” 
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Amend  Article  II,  Section  3,  of  the  Constitution  by  adding  the 
words,  “A  Bishop  or  Bishop  Coadjutor  shall  be  eligible  as  Bishop  or 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  another  Diocese,  or  he  may  be  elected  by  the 
House  of  Bishops  as  a  Missionary  Bishop.” 

Amend  Article  II,  Section  6,  of  the  Constitution  by  adding  to  the 
present  Article  the  following: 

“Provided  that  this  Article  shall  not  apply  to  a  Bishop  resigning  to 
accept  other  Episcopal  election.” 

After  singing  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis,  and  with  the  Blessing  of  the 
Bishop,  the  Council  was  declared  adjourned,  sine  die.

GEORGE  FINELON  HITCHCOCK,  D.  D.  S. 

With  a  keen  sense  of  personal  loss  the  members  of  this  Council  note 
upon  our  records  the  death,  on  March  24,  1932,  of  our  dear  friend  and 
fellow-member,  Dr.  George  F.  Hitchcock. 

For  many  years  he  had  been  closely  identified  with  the  life  and 
progress  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  Long 
association  with  him  in  our  Annual  Councils,  and  the  Bishop  and 
Council,  where  he  has  served  for  nearly  six  years,  has  given  us  appreci¬ 
ation  of  his  sterling  qualities  of  heart  and  mind.  His  staunch  faith  in 
our  Lord,  and  loyalty  to  his  Church  led  him  to  be  actively  interested  in 
all  that  was  undertaken  in  its  welfare.  He  served  faithfully  on  many 
committees,  and  in  many  positions.  For  several  years  he  was  elected  a 
representative  of  the  Diocese  in  Provincial  Synod,  and  once  in  the 
General  Convention.  We  sought  to  honor  him,  as  we  esteemed  and  loved 
him. 

We  shall  miss  him  at  our  gatherings,  but  we  shall  cherish  his 
memory,  and  pray  that  God  may  grant  him  continual  growth  in  His 
love  and  service.

THE  BISHOP’S  ADDRESS  1932 

This  year  we  have  the  inspiration  which  comes  from  the  Triennial 
Meeting  of  General  Convention  and  of  the  Women’s  Auxiliary.  In 
Denver  we  found  a  determination  to  face  the  facts  of  stern  reality  in 
present  conditions  on  the  one  hand,  but  on  the  other  to  carry  on  the 
work  of  the  Church  in  spite  of  problems  and  difficulties.  Certain  resolu¬ 
tions  were  passed  for  the  guidance  of  National  Council,  and  there  has 
been  a  feeling  throughout  the  Church  that  these  resolutions  were  at 
least  in  part  disregarded.  From  some  quarters  there  has  been  severe 
criticism  of  National  Council.  On  the  other  side  of  the  question,  National 
Council  has  felt  that  there  has  not  been  perhaps  the  loyal  support  on 
the  part  of  the  Church  which  should  be  given. 

Out  of  these  conditions  came  a  joint  meeting  of  the  House  of 
Bishops  and  the  National  Council  in  Garden  City  last  week.  There  was 
absolutely  frank  expression  of  opinion  on  both  sides,  but  without  loss  of 
temper,  and  in  a  spirit  of  mutual  love  and  desire  for  better  understand¬ 
ing.  Each  of  these  bodies  profited  much  by  the  Conference,  and  substan¬ 
tial  agreement  was  reached  which  ought  to  restore  the  confidence  of 
the  Church. 

Announcement  was  made  of  the  strong  probability  that  the  $400,000 
would  be  raised  this  year  to  cover  the  emergency  for  1932.  The  Church 
At  Work  will  be  discontinued  with  the  next  issue.  We  then  turned  our 
attention  to  1933,  and  passed  important  resolutions  with  a  Committee  of 
three  to  see  that  they  are  carried  out. 

Your  Bishop  very  greatly  hopes  that  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indi¬ 
ana  will  play  the  game  and  do  at  least  something  toward  the  emergency 
need  of  the  Church  this  year.  Throughout  the  whole  Church  an  offering 
is  to  be  taken  on  Whitsundy  for  this  purpose.  One  parish  in  this  Diocese 
has  already  taken  an  offering  for  that  purpose.  Whether  the  offerings  be 
large  or  small,  let  every  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese  make  some 
gift  on  Whitsunday  for  this  purpose,  which  will  be  over  and  above 
the  amount  already  pledged  to  the  Program  of  the  Church. 

We  are  facing  trying  times  with  National,  Provincial  and  Diocesan 
deficits,  which  come  from  depreciation  of  securities  and  from  the  inabil¬ 
ity  of  our  people  to  give  as  they  have  given  in  the  past.  At  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  President  and  Council  of  this  Province,  I  found  that 
our  neighboring  Dioceses  are  in  as  serious  a  condition  as  we  are  That 
meeting  might  be  characterized  by  the  three  following  phrazes— grievous 
distress,  cheerful  courage  and  a  determination  to  carry  on  the  work  of 
the  Church  with  what  we  have  rather  than  with  what  we  hope  to  get 
This  means  an  entire  readjustment,  and  the  bright  side  of  it  is  that  out 
of  our  present  conditions  there  is  coming  a  deeper  religious  conscious¬ 
ness  and  a  spirit  of  evangelism.  In  places  where  Bishops  and  Clergy  are 
giving  themselves  to  consecrated  and  diligent  effort,  congregations  are 
increasing  and  the  Church  is  growing.  Even  viewing  this  from  the 
material  standpoint,  it  means  that  although  people  as  individuals  are 
giving  less,  there  is  the  means  of  carrying  on  because  the  giving  is 
distrbuted  over  a  larger  number  of  people.  On  the  spiritual  side  it  means 
the  strengthening  of  the  Church  and  the  spreading  of  the  kingdom  of 
God. 

And  so  your  Bishop  calls  you  to  come  together  before  the  Throne  of 
Grace  with  cheerful  courage  and  with  faith  in  God  and  in  one  another 
and  to  this  end  in  particular,  has  set  aside  Friday,  May  13th  as  a  dav 
of  intercession  and  prayer  throughout  the  Diocese. 

The  Diocese  has  sustained  a  severe  and  heavy  loss  in  the  death  of 
Dr.  George  F.  Hitchcock.  St  .Thomas  Parish,  Plymouth,  is  also  deeplv 
bereaved  by  his  death,  and  we  all  of  us  feel  a  deep  sense  of  personal 
loss.  For  many  years  Dr.  Hitchcock  has  been  a  prominent  and  beloved 
figure  in  Parish,  and  Diocesan  life,  and  has  also  represented  us  as 
Deputy  to  General  Convention.  Let  us  express  to  his  wife  and  son  our 
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sympathy  in  suitable  resolutions  to  be  drawn  up  by  a  committee  of  the 
Council  appointed  for  that  purpose,  and  let  us  now  join  together  in 
commending  his  soul  to  the  loving  care  of  our  Heavenly  Father. 

(Suitable  prayers  from  the  Prayer  Book.) 

May  we  now  turn  our  attention  to  some  details  of  our  Diocesan  life 
and  responsibility. 

We  have  now  on  hand  and  ready  to  send  to  the  National  Council 
about  half  of  our  Advance  Work  Item  for  the  Rugby  Rectory,  and  our 
instructions  now  are  to  allow  the  Advance  Work  to  be  held  in  abeyance 
for  a  while,  though  we  do  hope  that  when  better  times  come,  we  may 
eventually  fully  redeem  our  promise. 

Early  in  this  year  1932  it  was  found  necessary  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Bishop  and  Council  to  suspend  temporarily  and  indefinitely  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  Diocesan  Paper.  This  was  merely  a  question  of  cutting  our 
coat  according  to  the  cloth.  It  is,  however,  a  tremendous  handicap.  It  is 
a  cutting  off  of  the  only  line  of  communication  from  the  Bishop  and 
other  officers  of  the  Diocese  to  the  rank  and  file  of  the  people  in  the 
Diocese.  It  is  a  necessary  thing  at  present  but  let  us  keep  bright  the 
hope  of  its  revival  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

May  I  once  more  call  the  attention  of  Clergy  and  Vestries  to  the 
Canonical  requirement  of  the  auditing  of  the  books  of  Parish  Treasurers 
and  of  the  Reports  sent  in  annually  to  the  Bishop.  It  is  rather  astound¬ 
ing  to  notice  how  many  reports  come  in  without  proper  audit  or  with  no 
audit  at  all,  and  this  Audit  does  not  mean  merely  the  adding  up  of  the 
columns  of  figures  on  the  reports  to  see  if  they  balance,  but  a  careful 
going  over  of  all  accounts  and  all  papers. 

Another  serious  matter  of  business  integrity,  is  the  inviolability  of 
the  Missionary  Offerings  of  the  people.  Every  month  the  amount  which 
is  put  into  the  “Red  Ends”  of  the  evelopes.  should  be  sent  to  the 
Missionary  treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  These  gifts  are  sacred  trusts  and 
should  be  so  regarded. 

In  the  matter  of  the  Diocesan  Assessment,  the  reason  that  so  many 
parishes  and  missions  are  so  far  behind,  is  because  of  the  failure  to 
make  monthly  payments.  Fully  do  I  realize  that  sometimes  it  is  not 
possible  each  month  to  pay  one  twelfth  of  the  annual  assessment, 
though  this  is  the  law  of  our  Diocese,  but  if  you  cannot  pay  the  entire 
amount  due  each  month,  make  at  least  some  payment  so  as  to  enable 
the  Treasurer  to  carry  on  and  so  that  you  will  not  be  confronted  with 
the  whole  year’s  assessment  four  months  after  the  year  has  passed. 

Your  Bishop  and  Council  are  very  greatly  concerned  over  the  fact 
that  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  is  very  greatly  embarrassed.  He  has  person¬ 
ally  stood  behind  the  Diocesan  Current  Indebtedness  to  the  amount  of 
a  note  for  $2500.00  solemnly  promised  to  be  paid  this  month.  It  is  not 
fair  to  him  for  us  to  fail  to  enable  him  to  meet  it. 

There  is  no  way  in  which  we  can  reduce  or  relinquish  any  part  of 
the  1931  assessment.  That  represents  money  spent  and  obligations  in¬ 
curred.  The  Bishop  and  Council  has,  however,  a  proposal  which  will 
enable  us  to  reduce  the  current  1932  budget  by  about  10%,  which  budget 
is  already  considerably  over  $1000  less  than  last  year’s  budget,  and 
we  hope  still  further  to  reduce  the  budget  for  1933. 

There  is  one  source  of  relief  in  this  respect  which  will  come  from 
the  kind  and  generous  action  of  the  donors  of  the  Ten  Thousand  Dollars 
which  was  given  a  few  years  ago  for  the  Cathedral.  Realizing  how  pre¬ 
carious  the  times  are,  and  the  acuteness  of  the  problems  of  the  day, 
these  donors  have  requested  me  in  writing  to  use  their  gift  for  the 
indebtedness  on  the  Bishop’s  House,  or  in  fact  in  any  other  way  that  in 
my  judgment  might  be  the  best  thing  for  the  Diocese.  By  using  this  fund 
for  this  purpose,  the  Bishop’s  House  will  be  made  secure  and  the  Diocese 
will  be  relieved  of  the  interest  item  in  the  budget. 

I  had  hoped  that  this  fund  would  entirely  wipe  out  the  debt  on  the 
Bishop’s  House.  The  securities  in  which  it  was  invested  were  of  the  most 
stable  character  but  in  spite  of  this  fact  there  is  some  depreciation.  It  is 
impossible  at  this  time  to  give  you  the  exact  figures,  but  in  round  num¬ 
bers  the  debt  on  the  Bishop’s  House  is  about  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  and 
it  should  be  reduced  by  this  transaction  to  about  One  Thousand  Dollars. 
In  order  to  do  this,  however,  I  must  ask  to  have  left  in  the  1932  budget 
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the  items  already  there  for  interest,  and  I  hope  that  gifts  may  be 
received  so  that  the  remaining  One  Thousand  Dollars  may  be  wiped  out 
before  the  beginning  of  1933.  This  is  the  lifting  of  a  tremendous  burden 
from  your  Bishop’s  shoulders,  and  will,  I  am  quite  sure,  be  a  tremendous 
source  of  relief  to  the  whole  Diocese.  It  is  really  the  solving  of  one  of 
our  most  serious  financial  problems.  I  am  sorry  that  it  is  not  entirely 
solved,  but  the  difference  between  Ten  Thousand  and  One  Thousand 
Dollars  is  so  tremendous  that  I  believe  the  result  will  be  a  rallying  on 
the  part  of  the  whole  Diocese  to  clean  up  this  relatively  small  amount. 

It  is  a  source  of  encouragement  to  note  that  the  number  of  Con¬ 
firmations  in  1931  was  larger  than  in  1930,  and  from  the  classes  already 
confirmed  this  year  indications  are  that  there  will  be  a  similar  increase 
for  1932. 

It  is  a  privilege  and  a  joy  to  welcome  the  Women  with  us  today  in 
this  new  experiment  of  having  the  Council  and  Auxiliary  meet  at  the 
same  time  and  place.  I  hope  that  they  will  consider  this  address  as 
having  been  made  to  them  as  well  as  to  the  Council.  It  is  unnecessary 
even  to  express  the  hope  that  they  will  join  in  all  its  suggestions  with 
reference  to  the  work  and  life  of  the  Church,  and  that  they  will  heed 
the  call  to  prayer  and  supplication. 

As  the  keynote  to  our  deliberations,  both  in  the  Council  and  in  the 
Auxiliary,  and  in  fact  for  us  all  throughout  the  year,  may  I  give  you  the 
concluding  words  of  the  Gospel  for  last  Sunday.  These  words  bespeak 
harmony,  balance,  poise  and  the  preserving  of  our  equilibrium  in  the 
midst  of  troublous  times.  They  mean  mutual  confidence  and  bespeak 
loyalty  to  one  another,  to  the  Church  and  to  our  Blessed  Master.  In  His 
darkest  hour,  which  was  also  the  darkest  hour  of  his  disciples,  he 
uttered  these  triumphant  words: 

“These  things  have  I  spoken  unto  you,  that  ye  might  have  peace. 

In  the  world  ye  shall  have  tribulation;  but  be  of  good  cheer; 

I  have  overcome  the  world.”
